GENERAL VOTE 


ON WAR RECORD 


Ottawa. Jan, 26 
(AP>f—Political 
leaders set up campaign machinery 
today for the most hectic election­ 
eering battle in 20 years as a result 
of the dominion government's call 
for a general vote to put its war rec ­ 
ord up to the people. 
In a swtft-rnovlng drama which 
surprised many m embers parliam ent 
was dissolved late Thursday through 
an address from the throne read by 
Governor-General Lord Twmismulr 
calling for an early “direct and un 
questioned mandate from the jmj 
pie.” 
Canadian ejection laws require 
eight-week period between dissolu­ 
tion and election day. 
Toe cabinet 
was summoned to decide today if 
March 26, the earliest possible elec­ 
tion date, would be acceptable. 
Prime Minister W. L. MacKenzie 
King announced in parliament that 
he was prepared to "allow the peo­ 
ple of this country to say whom they 
want to administer Hie country” in 
view of recent attacks of Canada’s 
war program. 
“Political opponents who are seek­ 
ing to undermine every effort that 
Is put forward by this adm inistra­ 
tion," were blamed by MacKenzie 
King for tile necessity of election. 
Apparently he referred to Ontario 
Premier Mitchell Hepburn’s attacks 
on alleged inefficiency iii the do­ 
minion government’s prosecution of 
the war. 
Hepburn a week ago told his pro­ 
vincial legislature 
that 
C anadian 
troops were 
ill-equipped 
and 
he 
pushed through a m otion censuring 
Hie “little effort” made in the war 
by the Ottawa regime.
